This paper is submitted in response to the Official Action dated December 5, 2005. 

In the outstanding Action, restriction is required between Group (I), claims 1-7 and 10, 
drawn to the semiconductor optical amplifier; and (II), claims 8-9, drawn to the method of 
semiconductor laser amplification. 

Also, election was required among Species Embodiment A: Figure 1 ; Embodiment B: 
Figure 8; and Embodiment C: Figure 17. 

The applicants elect to prosecute the subject matter of Group (I), claims 1-7 and 10, and 
further elect the species embodying Species Embodiment A (Figure 1 ), and subspecies, shown in 
Figures 2A.
